1. Approval of the minutes of the meeting of October 5, 1990

2. Chair’s Remarks 


Dean Parker noted that there had been a recent increase in reported 
incidents of "disruptive" behaviour involving students, and that the University Intervention 
Team (N. Torbit, J. Relton, S. Belson, B. Pearson) had been invited to attend the next 
meeting of Council to discuss this issue. Because this is an important issue, Dean Parker 
requested that all members of the Faculty of Fine Arts be encouraged to attend. 


3. Question Period 


In relation to Dean Parker’s remarks, E. Sacca requested that the visit of the 
University Intervention Team be scheduled early on the agenda of the next meeting, to 
facilitate attendance. In addition, it was decided to hold the meeting in MF-107/108 
(Bourget Building, 1230 de la Montagne). 


W. Krol asked if there was any progress on Job Evaluation. Dean Parker 
reported that he had recently met with Colin Waters of Human Resources on this subject. 


4. University Committee Reports 


Dean Parker noted that University Committee Reports will be presented 
twice annually at Faculty Council. At the March 1991 meeting, reports will be presented by: 
A. Dutkewych (Undergraduate Scholarships and Awards), J. Kelly (Academic Planning and 
Priorities), and H. George (University Library Committee). 


Dean Parker then introduced three representatives who were present to make 
their reports in December: K. Lipke (Research Committee), K. Austin (Academic 
Computer Policy Sub-Committee and Computer Resources Committee), and Barbara 
MacKay (Academic Programmes Committee). 


K. Lipke reported on the activities of both the Faculty and University 
Research Committees. She directed Council’s attention to research monies available 
through the Faculty Research Development Programme, administered by the Office of 
Research Services, as well as CASA funds available through the Faculty Research Dean, 
Barbara MacKay. K. Lipke emphasized the importance of reporting all research funding to 
the University Research Office, as this plays an important role in determining the formula 
for future funding of the Faculty’s research activities. 


K. Austin reported on the activities of the University Computer Resources 
Committee. This committee is responsible for strategic as well as budget planning of 
computer resources, which include buying and replacement practices, andthe relationship 
between departmental and general facilities. At the Academic Computer Policy 
Sub-Committee, the funding policy for academic computing has been a subject of 
discussion. Presently, funds for academic computing are disbursed via Computing Services. 


B. MacKay reported on the activities of the Academic Programmes 
Committee, which reviews curriculum proposals, as well as proposals regarding academic 
regulations. Currently, APC is awaiting recommendations for undergraduate curriculum 


changes from Faculty Councils, and is studying the use of the INC grade in relation to GPA 
standing and failure regulations.

E. Langley announced that the Merce Cunningham lecture scheduled for 
December 10 had been cancelled.
